Not only a gift of money, but also one of 
life, a $20,000 grant was made to the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center to 
aid in the fight against Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease. 


The grant, given by Colonel Barney . 


Oldfield of Los Angeles, was made to 


commemorate his wife, Vada Oldfield,. 


who recently passed away after suffering 

from Alzheimer’s disease for 11 years. 
According to a recent press release, 

Oldfield said, “Vada was the most impor- 


tant human being in my life. Iam enlisting 


in a war to fight the affliction that robbed 
her of her golden years. By setting up this 
endowment fund at the NU Foundation, I 


feel that I am taking:someone. who was an-. 


inspiration to so many and helping her 
spirit live forever.” 

The fund will help support the: 
Alzheimer’s research efforts in the Center 
for Neurovirology and Neurodegenerative 
Diseases at UNMC. The CNND was 
established in 1997 to bring scientists and 
doctors together to explore options and 
cures for neurcdegenerative disorders such 
as Alzheimer’s disease. 

According to a recent press release, Dr. 
Jane Potter, section chief of geriatrics and 
gerontology in the UNMC college of med- 
icine, said that the gift would provide key 
support in this important area of research. 

“Alzheimer’s disease is the leading 
cause for*reducing quality of life in older 
individuals. It is the single most important 
cause of disability in people over 65 years 
of age —- more than heart disease, cancer 
or stroke,” Patter said, “It is the main rea- 
son people must be placed in institutional 
care rather than continuing to live at home 
with their loved ones. This disease is a 
huge public heath problem that needs to be 
addressed.” 

This recent grant will allow the UNMC 
to. devote more time and research to 
Alzheimer’s. 

“Presently, there are more than 50,000 
Nebraskans with Alzheimer’s disease,” 
said Potter. “With the baby boomers aging 
in the next 30 years, the number of 
Alzheimer’s patients is expected to grow 
to 76,000, which is enough to fill 
Memorial Stadium in Lincoln. Col. 
Oldfield is clearly putting his support 
behind UNMC'’s research efforts to 
address what is fast becoming the most 
prominent health problem in the state.” 

$10,000. of this grant will be awarded 
annually to a promising UNWNC scientist 

“with new or innovative research in 
Alzheimer’s disease cure or treatment.

An expedition into the Cave of 
Letters by UNO administrators this 
summer led to the discovery of two 
rare and valuable coins. The ‘cave 
which is located in the Judean Desert 
in Israel, has not been explored since 
the 1960's. 

Among the administrators were Dr. 
Rami Arav, director of the Bethsaida 
excavation project and Dr. Jack 
Shroder with the geology and geogra- 
phy department. 

“The Cave is important and famous 


Jewish empire,” Arav said. “In 
between 132 to 135 AD there was a 
Jewish rebellion against the Romans, 
and the Romans suppressed the rebel- 
lion very brutally.” 

During the expedition a bronze coin 
was discovered that was minted by Bar 
Kokhba, the leader of the rebellion, 
Arav said. 

“The coin shows the palm tree, 
which is the symbol of Judea, the state 
of the Jews,” Arav said. “The coin car- 
ties the inscription saying the second

year to the redemption of Israel.” 

Bar Kokhba was believed to be the 
Messiah or Redeemer of the Jewish 
people at the time. Bar Kokhba trans- 
lates to son of the star. Other findings 
suggest that his name might have been 
spelled Bar Kziba, which means son of 
the liar or Bar Kosiba which may have 
been the name of the place where he 
was born, Arav said. — 

“The significance of the coin is that 
Bar Kokhba, Bar Kosiba, or Bar Kziba 
did not have the alloy to mint coins,” 
Arav said. “So what did he do? He 
picked all the Roman coins and

- Freshman 
Enrollment 
Numbers Up

Freshman enrollment at 
UNO is up 16.4 percent from 
1,401 in 1998 to 1,631 students 
this fall. This is the first time 
full-time freshman enrollment 
has increased since the imple- 
mentation of new admissions 
requirements in 1997. . ; 

The. composite ACT score 
of full-time freshmen at UNO 
has also increased. In 1994 the 
average score was 20.9 percent 
and in 1998 it was 21.6 per- 
cent. 

University-wide enrollment 
increased for full-time fresh- 
men as well. The University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln raised its 
freshmen enrollment 6.8 per- 
cent from 3,357 students in 
1998 to 3,585 students this 
year. Kearney boosted its 1.8 
percent, while their freshmen 
honors program increased 
nearly 20 percent. — 

Assistant Vice President for 
External Affairs and Director 
of Communications for the 
university system Dara 
Troutman believes the previ- 
ous decline in enrollment was 
due to the implementation of. 
new admissions requirements. 

“The new admission 
requirements were instituted in 
the fall of 1997, up to. that 
point, generally any student 
who graduated from a 
Nebraska high school was 
guaranteed admission into the 
University . of Nebraska,” 
Troutman’said. “(After the new 
requirements were implement- 
ed) there was an expectation

“Vespasian reigned from 69 to 79 

AD. ” 

The overstrike took place in 132 AD, 
Arav said, 

“The second coin is a sil- 
ver coin of the former 
emperor by the name of 
Trajan, that, was struck © 
in 113,” Arav said. 

Since the cave was | 
very hard to get to, the 
rebels hid in the cave 
and hid some of their 
valuables there, Arav 
said. % 
The cave contains arti- 
facts that range from letters 
amongst Jewish rebels, scrolls and 
old prints of Jewish documents, Arav 
said, © 

The cave was originally explored in 
the 1960's, and Shroder entered the cur-

that we should see a drop off in student 
enrollment for at least three years.” 

_ The new admissions requirements 
include four academic years of English, 
three years of math, three years of social 
studies, three years of natural sciences, 
two years of foreign language and a min- 
imum ACT score, Troutman said. 

While full-time freshman enrollment 
is up at UNO, the retention level of 
those students who enrolled at UNO last 
year decreased. 64.4 percent of fresh- 
man returned for the 1999 year while 
67.7 percent returned in 1998, 

“Each of the campuses have stated 
goals to increase the retention rates of 
students from their freshman to sopho- 
more year,” Troutman said: “I would 
expect that we would see continued 
improvement in the years ahead in that 
regard.” 

Wade Robinson, assistant vice chan- 


cellor for student enrollment services at 
UNO, sees many reasons for UNO’s 
increase in enrolled full-time freshmen. 
One of those reasons is the recruiting 
process at UNO, Robinson said. 

“We have several different market 
segments that we address,” Robinson 
said. “Traditional-aged freshmen is just 
one population. We participate in a 
state-wide high school visit program.” 

High school students have become 
very responsive and positive about 
UNO, he said. 

“Marketing research that was done 
over the past three or four years shows 
that four years ago UNO was compared 
with lower level schools, maybe a 
Metro, a Bellevue, a Wayne, or some- 
thing like that,” Robinson said. “People 
now compare us with the likes of 
Creighton University, UNL and Iowa 
State University.”

CHICAGO (TMS) — A new Web site 
is offering students and their families a 
chance to bid on the price of a college 
education. 

The site, eCollegebid.org, made its 
debut last week. So far, no colleges have 
agreed to participate, but Tedd D. Kelly, 
the site’s creator, hopes to have 25 to 50 
colleges signed up before the year’s end. 
Applicants are-not charged to use the 
site, but member institutions are expect-

ed to pay Kelly a yearly fee to partici- 
pate. 

Here’s how the site works: 

After providing a variety of informa- 
tion —- including standardized test 
scores, grade-point average and class 
rank in high school, intended major and 
desired geographic location — visitors to 
the site offer to pay a certain amount to 
attend college. School officials review 
the bid and determine whether it’s a fair 
offer given the applicant’s attributes. If a 


college finds the bid acceptable, it

responds to the applicant within 10 days. Any college 
accepting a bid promises to assemble a financial-aid 
package that meets all the applicant’s costs for attend- 
ing college. An applicant can accept or decline an offer 
or press to negotiate further, but is asked to respond 
within 30 days. 

On the Web site, Kelly — a consultant who has 
worked for more than 30 years with colleges on issues 
concerning student recruitment and enrollment — 
explains the type of schools he’s hoping the site will 
attract. “They are mostly private colleges that are not 
‘household names’ and do not often make the ‘rank- 
ings’ found in the popular media,” he says. “They are, 
however, colleges that offer challenging academic pro- 


grams of study, excellent athletic programs, and active 
student/social activities. Many of these college are sim- 
ply not known outside their region.” 

Web-based bidding might be new, but wheeling and 
~|-dealing for a college education isn’t. Discounts for 
desirable students in the form of scholarships, grants 
and other forms of financial aid have risen at several 
colleges and universities. According to The Chronicle 
of Higher Education, some private colleges now give 
back to students as much as 40 percent of their tuition 
income in the form of scholarships and financial aid. 

While the new site may encourage students to con- 
sider schools they wouldn’t have otherwise, many col- 
lege admissions officers caution that it’s unwise to start 
a college search by focusing solely on cost — especial- 
ly given that many private schools offer financial aid 

packages significantly cutting the price of tuition. They 
| also encourage students to consider the entire spectrum 
of an institution’s offerings before deciding whether to 
attend. ° 
“Focusing only on cost is a bad thing because state 
and federal assistance programs really have been set up 
‘let studénits have a Chdice;” ‘said Wendy Branham, 
: assistant. director of. admissions: for the University of 
Indianapolis, “Sure, peoplé have to.decide how much” 
an education is worth to them, and that is a” very. per- 
sonal, individualized decision. But it’s arnazing how 
many students miss out on the smaller, more personal- 
ized attention they can get at smaller private schools 
because they’ve heard that bigger schools are cheaper.

Thomas, assistant professor of internal 
medicine in geriatrics. 

“I’m dealing with the disability and 
the most fundamental part of 
Alzheimer’s and related dementia ... 
trying to figure out what type of symp- 
toms preceded this disability and focus 
on what will delay the disease or even 
reverse the symptoms,” said Thomas. 

This award is intended to act as seed 
money to start research in order to gain 
more competitive and larger grants in 


the area of Alzheimer’s’ research. . 


Thomas has developed his specific 
research project over the last year and 
plans on starting the clinical research 
this upcoming year. 

He said Oldfield’s grant will open 
new opportunities and advances in 
‘Alzheimer’s research.

The Mavericks will be trying to extend 
their home regular season winning streak 
to 18 straight games Saturday when they 
host the Mustangs of Morningside. 
Kickoff for the Homecoming Game is set 
for | p.m. 

Morningside rolls in with a 1-2 mark, 
having lost last week 52-7 to Division II 
No. 2 ranked Northern Colorado. Their 
only win came two weeks ago, a 21-14 vic- 
tory over Minnesota-Crookston. The 


- Mustangs opened their campaign with a 


21-17 loss to Drake. 

UNO, ranked No. 4 in the polls, is com- 
ing off a record-setting performance in its 
62-31 thrashing of Minnesota State- 
Mankato and stands at 3-0 on the year. 

This will be the 60th meeting between 
the two teams. The Mavs hold a 35-22-2 
edge in a series which dates back to 1935. 
Omaha University won the first meeting 14- 


0. The war years (1942-1946) when UNO 
did not field a football team were the only 
years UNO and Morningside did not battle. 

The Mustangs, under Head Coach Dave 
Elliott, have won only three games in their 
last three seasons. However, they do 
return 15 starters and 41 lettermen from 
last year’s squad. Players to watch 
include: quarterback J.J. White (26-49, 
247 yards, TD); running back Odyssei 
Wilridge (44-260, 2 TD’s); wide receiver 
Mitch Allner (7-130, has caught a pass in 
36 straight games) and defensive sec- 
ondary standouts Matt Walker and Micah 
Mullenix (combined for 224 tackles and 5 
interceptions in 1998). 

UNO will be without the services of 
punter-kicker Kevin Ruch (fractured clavi- 
cle) for six to eight weeks. Troy Severson 
will take over those duties. Offensive line- 
man Nick Prescott (out last week with 
ankle injury) and fullback Gary Barrineau 
(twisted knee) are both probable against 
Morningside.

Broz died last week and an 
area coach called him the 
Tom Osborne of basketball 
coaches, _ 

The comparison was inter- 
esting for its irony, consider- 
ing only God could relate to 
the stoic Nebraska head coach 
who has lived a charmed life. 
The gregarious Broz was 
basically a hard luck assistant 
coach who you could relate to 
like a friend’s dad always jok- 
ing with you. 


Well, in my case, that’s 


exactly who Broz was. 

The Brosnihans moved into 
my neighborhood when I was 
young and had four kids all 
around my age. Also, I went 
to all of Broz’s basketball 
camps whether it was at a 
grade school or a college. 

At one camp when I was 
around the first gradewe were 
doing a drill and I kept pivot- 
ing the wrong way. And 
-when I finally did it the right — 


way, Broz stopped the camp. 


and kissed me, exclaiming 
“Jimmy you did it.” 

Broz had a son a few years 
older and many times we end 
up at Broz’s house playing 
football in the backyard or 
dunk ball in the driveway. 
Broz would always come by 
with some running commen- 
tary, usually asking us why 
with such little talent we even 
bothered. Or he would toss up 
an octasional hook shot. 

Broz faced a lot of adversi- 
ty and he would be the first to 
admit much of it was self- 
inflicted. Broz was diabetic 
and overweight. In the last 10 
years he had both legs ampu- 
tated. After a 1986 heart 
attack he stopped coaching 
full-time. 

But through it all he kept 
his sense of humor often say- 
ing if he were a building he 
would have been condemned 


long ago. Or the time he 


asked a soccer player why 
Broz hated soccer so much. 
Broz deadpanned “I can’t 
kick the ball, I got no legs.” 
Broz coached part-time at 
various high schools..in the 


area the last 15 years and. 


attendance at his funeral was 
made up from. people all over 
the city showing wherever he 
went Broz touched people.

Athletic Director Don Leahy 
who hired Broz as a coach in 
the 1950’s and eulogized him; 
to former Creighton universi- 
ty player Kevin McKenna 
who Broz coached in the 
1970s and wrote a poem 
about Broz for the wake ser- 
vice; to David Goeshel, a 
Westside High School player 
Broz coached in the 1990s. 

Goeshel. relayed a story 
after a particularly good game 
he, had. 

“David, guess who I heard 
talking about: you last night at 
Big Fred’s?” Broz asked. 

“Who Broz?” an excited 
Goeshel replied. 

“Absolutely nobody,” Bise 
cracked. 

Broz never coached at 
UNO but often went to lunch 
with UNO basketball coach 
Kevin Lehman and as Broz’s 
trademark, napkins were 
chalkboards. 

“It never failed before the 
waitress brought water he was 
scribbling plays on napkins,” 


‘Lehman said. 


The old coach knew his 
stuff, Lehman said a play the 
Mavs run successfully is one 
he picked up _ watching 
Westside High practice while 


recruiting current Mav Matt.

, Coach Broz’s career was 
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unusual. He didn’t grow up 
playing basketball and didn’t 
think much of it either. The 
former college football player 
told his first basketball team, 
a Creighton Prep freshman 
squad in the late 1950s, that 
hoops is basically a sissy 
sport, but they were stuck 
with ‘each other. By 1972 he 
was an assistant coach at 
Creighton. 

I hadn’t seen Broz as much 
the last few years, but I would 
use as a reference for some 
part-time coaching jobs. There 
was one particular job I wanted 
badly, so went with my ace. I 
asked Broz to call this athletic 
director and lie about me. Broz 
didn’t hesitate. . 

As it turned out, I didn’t 
get the job, but even a call 
from Tom Osborne wouldn’t 
have changed anything, the 
other'guy was a better choice. 

> I was a little embarrassed 


‘when I called Broz back to 


thank him for his help, but I 
shouldn’t have: been because 


Broz knew:whiat it was like to 
lose out on-a gegehing posi-" 


tion. 


In short, many people feel: 


Broz, the top assistant at 
Creighton, should have gotten 
the head coaching job in 1982 
when Tom Apke left a suc- 
cessful team. But he was 


Py 
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passed over for somebody 
from the East Coast. - 

You can never accurately 
gauge what Broz’s life would 
have been like if he had gotten 
the job, but it was a personal 
and professional blow to the 
man who had ‘been a part of 
Creighton University since his 
college days in the 1950s. 

Broz didn’t quit and 
became the head coach at 
NAIA Dana College and took 
them from worst to first, but 
the damage had been done 
and a career derailed. To his 
credit Broz never pointed a 
finger and actually made 
excuses for the CU adminis- 
tration. 

I last saw Broz. a year ago at 
a softball tournament shortly 
after his second leg was 
removed. I sheepishly 
approached and before I could 
say anything, Broz said,” Hey 
Jimmy, how’s your dad 
doing?” 

The paper said he died of 
heart: failure but. Broz? and 
failure: do . not go togethér- 


“maybe his heart just retired.
